If it were not for the great 
rich farms throughout the Northwest, 
and the produce which they furnish 
for transportation, we should have no such rail- 
road system as we now have; andif it were not 
for the railroads we would not have the immense 
and richly-caltivated farms we now have. The 
» benefits are mutual, and so must be the trials 
and losses. The railroads dare not say to the 
farmers: If your business is not profitable, 
quit it.” It they did, and the farmers should 
act upon the advice, the railroads would simul- 
taneously find their occupation gone. The jus- 
tice of the case, therefore, demands that the 
railroads should put down their rates when a bad 
year comes. They must divide the misfortune 
with the farmers. Instead of the railroads | 
making 8 or 10 per cent, and the farmers losing 
money, each should eam 4 per cent, each 
econemize, and each make the best of the 
temporary embarrassment. The railroads blind- 
ly and persistently refuse to do this, 
persistently, because they think they have the 
power (they are now finding out their mistake), 
and blindly, because they fail to see the logical 
consequences of their course. If they continue 
the fight, they will surrender at last under worse 
conditions than they can obtain now by treaty. 

The Supreme Court has distinctly declared 
that railroad rates must be fair and reasonable, 
and that there must be no unjust discrimination. 
We have already discussed the latter point ; the 
former is equally imperative. The Legislature 
is preparing a statute to enforce the law of rea- 
sonable rates. The Railroad and Warehouse 
| Commission will be entrusted with the prosecu- 
tion of the railroads who refuse to conform to it. 
and they will infallibly do their duty in this re- 
gard.. They dare not do otherwise if they would. 
The reasonableness or unreasonableness of rail- 
road rates will be determined by a court and jury, 
and it is safe to predict that the finding of a 
jury, in the t state of the public mind, 
will not lean to the side of the railroads. The 
Supreme Court of this State, or of the United 


upon competent evidence and in conformity to 
the law. This is the line of battle in which the 
fight against the railroads will be made, and it 
is of such strong, strategic points, and of such 
formidable numbers, that the railroads will be 
badly thrashed in the end, if they allow an ac- 
tual engagement to take place. If it comes to 
this, it is probable that they will be punished 
worse than they.ought to be. The fight of the | 
farmers will be sustained by the strong arm of 
the State Government and the strong box of the 
State Treasury. If the railroads exercise good 
judgment, they will “come down,” and, in such 
case, the terms will not probably be any worse 
than taking their share of. tha 
‘tune of these hard times.

the public funds, and the criminal use of money to 
influence legislation, have finally reached that

The passage by Congress of the increased- 
salary Bill has provoked more popular indigna- 
tion than any other legislation since the Kansas- 
Nebrasks bill twenty yearsago. It meets with uni- 
versal dissent. Its retroactive operation stamps 
it in the popular judgment as a deliberate 
robbery. Fifty years ago, Congress attempted a 
like robbery, voting to the members a salary of 
$1,500 a year. The public indignation was so 
universal that the people at the next election 
rejected nearly every member who voted for or

gress than $8 per day, for an average of 
150 days each year. None of these statesmen 
found it impossible to live at Washington. It 
did not follow in those days that every man 
elected representative to Congress should rent a 
mansion at $5,000 a year, and live after the 
manner of royalty. These statesmen lived 
within reasonable limits. They did not give 
weekly entertainments costing from 62,000 to 


$3,000 each, and yet the society of their day was 
of as high a standard, intellectually, morally, 
and in every other sense, as at ptesent. We ad- 


mit that the cost of living has advanced since 
the war, and that comfortable board at Wash- 
ington now costs more per week than it did in 


1860. But, ten yeara ago, Congress increased 
the salaries to $5,000, exclusive of mileage, 


being four times as great as it was in 1860. 


In his defense of this recent robbery, Mr. 
Banks claimed thata man elected to Congress 
should take his wife and family with him to the 
Capital, and that he should be paid a salary 
equal to the proper maintenance and support of 
that family; and there is the true explanation of 
the reason why members cannot live, on their 
$5,000 and mileage. There has of late years 
entered Congress a class of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives whose only qualification for the office 
has been their great wealth; there has also en- 
| tered Congress another class who haye done so 
to make wealth by the abuse of their station. 
These two classes, acciistomed all their 
lives to comparative social obscurity at home, 
have sought to purchase distinction by a display of 
their wealth, by theirextravagant entertainments, 
their extravagance in dress, and their general 
profusengss of expenditure, All these people 
have purchased costly establishments, furnished 
them in the most extravagant manner, give en- 
tertainments conspicuons for their costliness, 
maintain their carriages and livery, 
more money in one year for wine than would 

maintain a score of such Congreasmen as Clay, 
Benton, Calhoun, Everett, and the men of the 
ante-war period.

The original design of the American 
Constitution was, that members of Congress 
and Executive officers should receive ag their 
sole compensation a sum equal to their una void. 
able expenditure. It was never intended to pay 
them for services. It was intended that they 
should have a sufficient compensation to cover 
all the actual outlay to which they might be put, 
It was not intended to pay Senator A 
a sum sufficient to enable bim to give 
five balls each year, and twenty-four grand din- 
ners, and thirty-two matmee receptions. If s 
Senator went to this expense, it was intended 
“that he should pay for it out of his own pocket. 
It was never intended that each other Senator 
and Representative should have an allowance 
sufficient to enable him and his family to attend 
Senator A’s entertainments, and to give others 
in return.

The hearing of the case of the Transconti- 
nental Railway (Gen. Fremont’s) was com- 
menced in the Police Correctionelle Court in 
Paris in the beginning of the present month. 
At latest accounts, two witnesses had been ex- 
amined, and the Government exhibited some in- 
teresting memoranda in its possession. One of 
the witnesses was M. Lissignol,a mining en- 
gineer, and the other M. Gauldree Boileau, who, 
it appears, is a brother-in-law of Gen. Fremont. 
Both gentlemen claim to have been deceived in 
the matter, and throw the blame of all their 
transactions on Gen. Fremont, M. Gauldree 
Boileau gives an evidence of his good faith by 
bringing back from Lima, where he had been re- 
siding as Minister Plenipotentiary, the sum 
of 766,000 francs, which he claims to 
have-received from Gen. Fremont in settlement 
of some ptivate family affairs, but which he sub- 
sequently ascertained to have been Company 
funds. He further testifies that Gen. Fremont 
earnestly advised him to retain the money. In 
the course of the examination, a memorandum- 
book, similar in character and design to that of 
Oakes Ames’, was produced, which showed an 
expenditure, in eight separate items, of 219,500 
francs, ‘‘ pour admission a la cote.” This amount 
represented various sums paid to inviduals, who 
were represented by initials, for procuring the 
quotation of the stock on the Paris Bourse. 
None of the accused persons present would re- 
veal the names of the persons whom the initials 
represented. It was do proved that 
false and freudolent affidavit bad 
been procured representing that the stock was 
regularly quoted on the New York Board. A 
sum of 200,000 franes was shown to have been 
expended on the Paris press, and even the Jour- 
nai Officiel had been retained in the interests of 
the Company. One gentleman had prepared a 
pamphlet which might have proved incon- 
venient” to the Company, aud a M. Paradis, one 
of the Company's agents, paid 1,000 francs for 
the manuscript, and destroyed it. It is certainly 
significant that Gen. Fremont faila to put in an 
appearance at the Paris trial, while those Who 
are accused with him are throwing all the blame 
upon his shoulders.
